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III. REMARKS 

Status of the Claims 

Claims 12 and 40 are amended. Claims 1, 8,9,13,29,36 and 37 are cancelled. 
Claims 2-7, 10, 30-35, and 38 are amended. Claims 2-7 and 10 are amended to be 
dependent on claim 12. Claims 30-35 and 38 are amended to be dependent on claim 
40. Claims 2-7,10, 12, 30-35,38, and 40 remain in this application 

Claim 27 is allowed. 

Applicant submits that the rejections contained in the subject office action are now 
moot in view of the amendments submitted above. 

Applicant has amended claim 12 to include the limitations of claim 1 and the intervening 
limitations of claims 8 and 9, Claim 40 is amended to Include the limitations of claim 29 
and the intervening claims 36 and 37. According to discussions with the Examiner, 
Applicant submits that this is consistent with the Examiner's statement of allowable 
subject matter. 

Accordingly, favorable reconsideration and allowance is respectfully requested. Should 
any unresolved issues remain, the Examiner is invited to call Applicants' attorney at the 
telephone number indicated below.
